& the North American Marhjrs 

Celebrate the Year of Faith with a pilgrimage to the land of St. 
Kateri and the North American Martyrs, Saints Isaac Jogues and 
companions. Be inspired by these witnesses of faith. Learn their stories 
and pray at their shrines. 

Fr. Ron Garry and I will lead this pilgrimage for parishioners from 
OLBH and the parishes in Corson County. During the peak of the fall 
colors, we will travel to upper New York State and lower Quebec. A 
tentative itinerary follows:

Sept. 26 Visit the shrine of North American martyrs (Auriesville, NY) 
and celebrate Mass. This is also the birthplace of St. Kateri. In the 
afternoon see Lake George; then travel to Schroon Lake for dinner and 
overnight. 

Sept. 27 Continue to see the fall colors as we travel north to Quebec 
and visit Kateri's burial place. Spend the rest of the day seeing 
Montreal. 

Sept. 28 Mass in St. Joseph's Oratory where we will learn about St. 
Andre Bessette who is credited with thousands of miraculous cures 
through his prayer and the intercession of St. Joseph. See Montreal the 
rest of the day. 

Sept. 29 Drive along the scenic St. Lawrence River about 1 Vi hours to 
the basilica of Cap-de-la-Madeleine, a magnificent shrine to Mary. 
Arrive in Quebec City for lunch. See Montmorency Falls (275 ft. high), 
then spend the evening in Quebec City. Quebec's Old Town is the 
only North American fortified city north of Mexico whose walls still 
exist. 

Sept. 30 Celebrate Mass at St. Anne de Beaupre Shrine and visit 
Quebec. 

Oct. 1 Fly from Quebec City to Rapid City, SD. 

The cost will vary based on how many participate. We plan to rent 
a bus (max of 45-50). Estimated cost for air fare, hotel (7 nights) and bus 
(meals not included): $1,250 - $1,500 per person (for single occupancy 
add $150-200).
